Former Mayor of Paducah, 
Passes Away In That 
City. 

Paducah, Ky., Oct. 30.— The fu- 
neral of the Hon. Charles Reed, for- 
mer Mayor of Paducah, who died 
Thursday night, will be held Satur- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock. The bu- 
rial will be in Oak Grove cemetery. 

Mr. Reed was four times elected 
Mayor and several times was a mem- 
ber of the General Council. He was 
a Confederate Veteran and a pio- 
neer hotel man, having been the 
first proprietor of both the New 
Richmond House and the Palmer 
House in this city. At the time of 
his death he was president of the 
Palmer House Company. The fu-

The Pembroke Fire. 

The Pembroke Journal gives a 
carefully detailed compilation of the 
losses by the Pembroke fire last 
Sunday. The losses aggregate $26,- 
500 and the insurance is a little over 
$10,000. 

The Journal says: 

"The geeatest and most heroic 
fight ever made by a volunteer and 
unorganized fire department was 
made. The fire had eaten its way to 
the back end of the block of business 
houses on the east side of Main street, 
and it seemed almost an impossible 
task to prevent the destruction of 
these buildings, so intense was the 
heat and so angry were the flames. 
However, the fire fighters, including 
men, women and children, both 
white and black, redoubled their en- 
ergies and fought like demons. The 
scarcity of water and the difficulty 
of getting it to the threatened build- 
ings was a great handicap, but not 
too great to be overcome by the he- 
roic and determined fighters. A 
small army of men remained on the 
roofs of the stores fur more than an 
hour, facing flames that were blis- 
tering hot, while another army of 
people carried water to them. For 
almost an hour the fight seemed a 
hopeless one, but the men kept up 
their struggle and finally the on- 
lookers saw that their work was 
bearing fruit. 

By the time the fire was almost 
under control a fire engine, sent out 
from Hopkinsville, on a special train 
with a force of fire fighter?, also 
from that city, arrived on the scene, 
and a large freight engine pulled up 
close to the fire and furnished some 
much-needed water from its boilers. 
This aid came at a time when it was 
sorely needed, and was no doubt of 
great assistance in saving the town."

ENTHUSIASM 

Democratic Rally Brings Out 
Five Hundred Cheering 
Voters. 



THREE SPEECHES MADE 



Dave Smith Tells About His 
Removal and Declares He 
Did His Duty. 



The Democratic rally at the court 
house Thursday night brought out a 
crowd of about 400 or 500 voters and 
the enthusiasm shown for the Demo- 
cratic ticket was unbounded. Mr. 
C. W. Morrison, nominee for county 
judge, spoke first and made an earn- 
est appeal for the support of all 
Democrats, promising if elected that 
he would administer the office to the 
very best of his ability. He said 
if after a year's trial the people 
found that he had failed to prove 
true to his promise, they could turn 
him out and put some one else in 
and he would not complain. Mr. 
Morrison made a fine impression on 
all who heard him. 

David Smith, the candidate for 
sheriff, spoke next and his speech 
surprised his best friends. It was a 
carefully prepared argument and a 
defense from the various charges 
made against him, all of which, he 
declared in firm but conservative 
language, were absolutely untrue. 

He said a great wrong was done 
in removing him from office, as he 
offered to make his renewal bond 
which had to be made March 1, as 
early as Feb. 18 and was ready all 
the time to make it. bat the com- 
missioner appointed to make the 
preliminary settlement was not in 
the city and he was given to under- 
stand by Judge Prowse that he 
would be allowed to make the bond 
when Senator Rives returned. Mr. 
Smith discussed the charge that he 
was out of the city on the night of 
the raid and described in detail the 
business that took him to the coun- 
try on the night of Dec. 6. His ex- 
planation was leceived with shouts 
and cheers of approval. He declared 
that he and his deputies look charge 
of the defense of the city following 
the raid and did there whole duty 
and that his rnly son served for 
months as a soldier here and else- 
where and his loyalty had never 
been questioned He appealed to 
all Democrats and to Republicans 
who believe in a fair deal and in up- 
holding the law and the rights of 
citizens. 

He expressed the greatest confi- 
dence in the result. 

County Attorney .John C. Duffy 
closed with a stirring campaign 
speech in which he boldly declared 
that the removal of Sheriff Smith 
was corrupt and arbitrary in the ex- 
treme and that while a bare majori- 
ty of the court of appeals had de- 
cided that he had the option of re- 
ceiving or not receiving the bond 
after .March 1, they had not decided 
that it was any part of his duty to 
remove the sheriff for fai.ing to 
make the bond on time. At the 
conclusion of Mr. Duffy's speech 
some announcements were made by 
Senator Rives and the crowd dis- 
persed, full of enthu-iam for the 
ticket. 



NIGHT RIDERS' 
RING LEADER 



Believed to Be Under Arrest 
at Reelfoot Lake Mili- 
tary Camp. 



IF HE WILL TALK. 



It Is Thought Garrett John- 
son Can Tell All About the 
Recant Outrage. 



Camp Nemo, Samburg, Tenn. 
Oct. 30— The ringleader of the night 
riders in this section, it is believed, 
is a prisoner at the camp here. His 
name is Garrett Johnson. It is the 
general opinion that Garrett, if he 

i be compelled to talk, could tell 
„ ire about the recent outrage than 
any other man under arrest. Not 
less than forty men who have been 
connected actively with night riding 
in this territory are under arrest, 
and enough evidence has already 
been collected to hang at least four 
en. 

The confession of Tid Burton is 
the sensation of the day both here 
and at Union City, and it is believed 
that he has not yet told all that he 
knows about the killing of Capt. 
Rankin. 

Sohn F. Cockran, the man cap- 
tured after a chase on the lake, has 
confessed that the night rider out- 
rages have included the whipping of 
women. One woman was whipped 
for leaving her husband and anoth- 
er for being of ill repute. 

The latest report to reach here 
from Tiptonville is that Tid Burton 
has broken down completely, and 
that his confession implicates 300 
men from Obion county. One hun- 
dred others are believed to be guilty. 
Even the oath taken by night riders 
has been confessed, though the of- 
ficials will not make public the exact 
wording. 

The seventy or more prisoners now 
in camp are closely guarded, and 
Garrett Johnson, the leader, togeth- 
er with his brother, Tom, and Will- 
iam Watson, are kept in solitary 
confinement. 

From present indications there is 
absolutely no. possibility of further 
trouble, though the troops may be 
kept here for some time. 
I Gov. Patterson is here, but refuses 
'absolutely to talk on any question 
today. He is at present leading the 
life of a soldier, sleeping in a tent 
next to Col. Tatum. 

Miss Maud Brewer, daughter of 
William Brower.who lives hear here, 
has bpen in camp to see some of the 
prisoners, and it now develops that 
the black dress which the young lady 
wears is worn in mourning for a 
lover who, it is believed, was killed 
during the night rider raid near 
Hickman, Ky., several weeks ago, 
when some negroes were the v ictims. 
The name of her lover is not known. 
He never returned from the raid, 
his body being buried, presumably, 
by his companions. It is also stated 
that he was killed by his rival and 
another story is that his name was 
Keith and that he was killed by the 
negro l>ave Walker, who was assas- 
sinated.

Tid Burton, who 
has made a confession and was 
the Tiptonville jail, has been com- 
mitted to jail here for safe keeping. 
There are now over ninety prisoners 
in camp. One of the latest arrests 
is that of Bud Huffman, who was 
hauled out of bed by the soldiers. 
He is believed to know things of 
much interest. 

Gov. Patterson is at Camp Nemo, 
and is personally examining all the 
witnesses and ordering all arrests.
